To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  nec- 
essary for  support  of  schools,  maintenance  of  poor,  repair- 
ing bridges,  repairing  town  buildings,  and  for  other  neces- 
sary charges  arising  within  the  town. 

4th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and  appropri- 
ate for  building  and  repairing  sidewalks. 

5th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and  appropri- 
ate for  the  Free  Library. 

6th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and  appropri- 
ate for  Memorial  Day. 

7th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  employ  a  night  watchman, 
and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

8th.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  caring  for 
the  cemeteries,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

9th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and  appropri- 
ate for  the  Fire  Department. 

10th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and  appropri- 
ate for  Lighting  Streets. 

11th,  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  Sewers,  or  take  any  action  in  relation 
thereto. 

12th.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
Liquor  Agency. 
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13th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  so  much  of  the 
highway  between  the  house  of  James  H.  Fay  and  the 
Brookline  road,  as  is  included  within  the  limits  of  the  pres- 
ent highway,  as  widened  and  straightened. 

14th.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the  pre- 
paration and  publication  of  a  history  of  the  town,  and  raise 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

15th.  To  hear  a  statement  of  accounts,  and  reports  of  all  Town 
Officers,  Auditors,  Agents,  and  Committees  heretofore 
chosen,  and  act  thereon. 

16th.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  issuing 
Water  Works  bonds. 

17th.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the  man- 
agement and  control  of  the  water  works  and  sewers,  and 
making  regulations  for  the  same.  And  also  in  regard  to 
placing  said  water  works  and'sewers  under  the  control  of  a 
Superintendent,  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  or  both, 
or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

18th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  the  free  use  of  the  Town  Hall, 
one  evening  in  the  week,  for  one  year,  to  the  military  com- 
pany, also  one  of  the  small  rooms  for  the  storage  of  guns. 

19th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  an  extension  to  the 
Town  House,  for  the  use  of  the  Free  Library  and  other 
town  purposes,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

20th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $3,000 
in  addition  to  the  sum  already  appropriated,  for  the  build- 
ing of  a  Free  Library  and  Memorial  Building  on  land  of 
Mrs.  Lull. 

21st.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  remove 
the  fence  from  around  the  Common,  provided  the  Improve- 
ment Society  will  set  a  substantial  granite  curbstone  in  its 
place,  and  concrete  the  walks.

REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Milford: 

The  building  and  repair  of  roads  and  bridges  have  grown  to  be  one 
of  the  most  important  branches  of  the  town  service.  Next  to  the 
schools,  it  is  the  most  expensive,  and  will  continue  to  be,  if  the 
repairs  on  the  roads  keep  pace  with  the  requirements  of  the  public. 
There  are  in  every  town  circumstances,  which  to  a  certain  extent, 
govern  and  control  the  cost  and  condition  of  the  roads,  such  as  the 
nature  of  the  soil  through  which  they  pass,  the  number  of  miles  to 
be  kept  in  repair,  the  difficulty  in  finding  good  material,  the  distance 
to  haul  it,  and  the  desire  of  the  public  for  better  roads.  To  carry 
on  this  department  with  efficiency  and  economy,  it  is  essentially 
necessary  that  the  town  should  purchase  and  own  gravel  banks  or 
pits,  from  which  may  be  taken  suitable  material  for  the  repairs  of 
highways.  It  is  just  as  sensible,  to  buy  coal  by  the  bushel  as  gravel 
by  the  load.  It  is  well  understood  by  farmers  and  others,  that  the 
cost  of  keeping  and  maintaining  their  horses  and  carriages  will  be 
very  much  diminished  by  good  roads,  and  the  horses  will  do  more 
work,  if  the  highways  are  kept  in  good  repair. 

We  believe  the  streets  in  our  village  have  generally  been  very 
good,  the  past  year.  We  recommend  a  larger  appropriation  for  the 
next  year,  on  account  of  the  bad  condition  of  West  street,  which, 
for  its  proper  repair,  will  require  at  least  $500. 

At  the  last  annual  town-meeting,  the  town  instructed  the  Select- 
men to  build  an  iron  bridge,  in  the  place  of  the  old  wooden  bridge 
on  Lincoln  street.  Six  bridge  companies  put  in  bids  for  building 
the  same ;  the  contract  was  awarded  to  the  Vermont  Construction 
Company,  for  the  cost  of  which  you  are  referred  to  report  of  bridge 
account. 

All  small  bridges  should  be  covered  with  stone,  whenever  it  be- 
comes necessary  to  rebuild  them,  as  we  can  obtain  stone  nearly  as 
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cheap  as  the  cost  of  wood,  in  our  town  of  superior  granite  quarries. 
The  small  bridge  over  Clarke  brook  on  the  Brookline  road  will,  in 
our  opinion,  need  repairing  this  year;  also,  some  repairs  made  on  the 
Pine  Valley  bridges. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHTS. 

In  conformity  to  the  vote  of  the  town  at  its  last  annual  meeting, 
the  Selectmen,  after  some  delay,  made  a  contract  with  the  Souhegan 
Electric  Light  Company  to  furnish  sixty-three  street  lamps  for  one 
year,  at  a  cost  of  $15  each  per  year;  also,  lamps  in  the  town-house 
to  be  run  'by  metre,  at  a  cost  of  one  cent  each  per  hour.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  your  board  that  there  should  be  at  least  ten  more  lights 
placed  on  our  streets  to  make  the  service  satisfactory,  which  will 
call  for  a  larger  appropriation  than  last  year. 

WATER  WORKS. 

Under  instructions  from  the  town,  a  purchase  of  the  water  works 
was  made,  to  date  from  October  first,  last.  The  works  have  been 
run  for  the  past  five  months  under  the  direction  of  the  selectmen ; 
but  we  think  it  should  be  taken  from  the  control  of  the  selectmen, 
and  placed  under  the  management  of  a  board  of  water  commission- 
ers, composed  of  three  persons,  to  be  chosen  or  appointed  for  a  term 
of  one,  two,  and  three  years.  We  believe  that  if  the  works  are  well 
managed,  it  will  become  a  good  paying  institution  for  the  town  in 
the  near  future.. 

The  town  should  make  some  provision  for  a  sinking  fund,  also  for 
issuing  bonds  as  soon  as  the  state  of  the  money  market  will  admit  of 
them,  at  a  low  rate  of  interest. 

SEWERS. 

The  system  of  sewers  which  the  town  has  already  commenced,  we 
think  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  ;  and  we  also  think  that  the  sys- 
tem should  be  extended  more  or  less  every  year  in  places  where 
there  is  the  greatest  demand  for  it.  We  therefore  recommend  an 
appropriation  for  the  extension  and  repairs  of  sewers. 

SUITS  AGAINST  THE  TOWN. 

There  are  two  suits  pending  against  the  town,  to  recover  dam- 
ages for  injuries  claimed  to  have  been  received  from  alleged  defects 
in  the  highways.  The  first  suit  was  brought  by  Patrick  Harrington, 
claiming  $1,000  damages  for  injuries  which  he  claims  to  have  re- 
ceived on  account  of  a  defect  in  the  sidewalk  at  Pine  Valley.  The 
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second  suit  was  brought  by  Josephine  Gentiss,  claiming  $8,000  dam- 
ages for  injuries  which  she  says  she  received  from  a  defect  in  South 
Street,  near  J.  F.  Boynton's  house. 

TOWN-HOUSE  REPAIRS. 

During  the  past  summer  our  attention  was  called  to  the  unsatis- 
factory condition  of  the  piping  in  our  town-house,  both  cold  water 
and  sewer  pipes.  We  have  had  both  replaced  with  new  pipes,  and 
also  connected  the  water  piping  with  the  town  water  pipe  on  Middle 
Street,  thus  dispensing  with  the  old  system  of  supply  from  the 
Morse  Kaley  Manufacturing  Co.'s  mill. 

The  roof  of  the  town-house  leaks  badly  in  some  places,  and  needs 
some  repairs,  the  nature  of  which  we  are  not  able  to  determine  at 
present. 

Much  complaint  has  been  made  the  past  year,  in  regard  to  the 
filthy  condition  of  the  cells  for  prisoners  in  the  basement  of  the 
town-house.  We  have  made  an  examination  of  them  with  a  view  to 
repairs,  but  have  come  to  the  unanimous  opinion  that  they  ought  to 
be  replaced  by  new  ones  of  a  more  modern  make.  We  therefore 
recommend  a  larger  appropriation  for  town-house  repairs  than  last 
year. 

ROCK  CRUSHER. 

The  subject  of  macadamising  roads  by  the  use  of  crushed  rock, 
has  been  discussed  by  a  large  portion  of  our  citizens.  According  to 
the  best  information  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  during  the  past 
year,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  town  has  all  the  material  neces- 
sary for  macadamising  our  streets.  We  have  ascertained  that  in 
most  towns  using  rock  crushers,  the  expense  has  been  $2  per  load 
for  crushed  rock  delivered  on  their  streets,  or  $8  per  cord.  In 
some  towns  where  they  have  bought  rock  crushers  and  used  the?n, 
they  have,  after  trial,  abandoned  the  use  of  them,  as  not  practical 
on  account  of  the  expense.  The  superintendents  of  streets  in  several 
towns  have  advised  the  use  of  gravel,  such  as  we  have  in  several 
places  near  our  village,  as  being  the  most  suitable  material  for  mac- 
adamising, even  better  than  crushed  rock.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend that  the  selectmen  be  authorized  to  purchase  a  good  gravel 
bank  or  banks  for  the  use  of  the  town.

The  Board  of  Firewards  submit  the  following  report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  28,  1891 : 
Eagle  Hose  Wagon,  No.  1,  12  men;  Souhegan  Hose  Wagon,  No.  2, 
12  men;  Alert  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck,  No.  1,  12  men. 

APPARATUS. 

Eagle  Hose  Wagon,  fully  equipped;  Souhegan  Hose  Wagon, 
fully  equipped ;  Alert  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck,  fully  equipped ; 
Neptune  Engine  and  Hose  Carriage,  fully  equipped;  Souhegan 
Engine  and  Hose  Carriage,  fully  equipped.  This  engine  should 
be  sold,  but  we  have  been  unable  to  do  so  as  yet;  also,  the  old 
hose  carriage,  too  clumsy  for  use.  No.  1  Engine  should  be  kept 
as  a  relic  of  the  past. 

HOSE  AND  MATERIAL  ON  HAND. 

1600  feet  of  2-inch  hose  in  good  condition;  1500  feet  of  2^-inch 
hose,  in  good  condition;  8  rubber  coats,  in  good  condition;  15  rub- 
ber coats,  in  poor  condition ;  12  smoke  protectors,  in  good  condi- 
tion ;  engine-house,  with  steam  drying  apparatus,  and  fire-alarm,  in 
good  condition;  new  shed  for  Engine  and  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck, 
and  43  hydrants  in  good  condition. 

The  department,  the  past  year,  has  been  called  out  10  times :  to 
five  fires  with  apparatus;  one  fire  in  the  woods,  and  in  response  to 
four  false  alarms. 

We  have  built,  the  past  year,  a  new  hose  wagon,  and  a  hook  and 
ladder  truck,  making  our  apparatus  as  good  as  owned  by  any  town 
of  our  size.  What  we  lack  now  is  proper  accommodations  for  stor- 
ing the  apparatus  as  it  should  be. 

We  have  been  so  fortunate  as  to  sell  the  old  chemical  engine  for 
$75,  a  sum  greatly  above  our  expectations. 
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We  recommend  the  purchase,  this  year,  of  1,000  feet  of  2^-inch 
hose,  which  will  make  a  sufficient  quantity,  so  that  we  shall  not  have 
to  purchase  more  for  several  years.  We  also  recommend  the  placing 
of  two  new  hydrants,  one  on  Oak,  and  another  on  West  Street. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $1200  for  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. One-half  of  this  sum  will  be  needed  for  new  hose,  and  the 
remainder  to  pay  the  department,  and  other  necessary  expenses.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  NEW 
CEMETERY. 


The  committee  on  new  cemetery  would  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

That  they  have  had  a  street  laid  out  from  Nashua  Street  to  new 
cemetery,  the  underbrush  trimmed  and  cleared,  and  such  of  the 
trees  removed  as  seemed  advisable.  A  survey  has  been  made,  and 
plan  drawn,  showing  the  contour  lines  at  every  five  feet  elevation. 
And  we  would  further  recommend,  that  a  permanent  committee 
be  chosen,  consisting  of  three,  one  to  serve  one  year,  one  for  two, 
and  one  for  three.  And  that  each  succeeding  year,  one  be  chosen 
for  three. 

That  the  name  "Riverside  Cemetery"  be  adopted.  That  this 
committee  have  full  power  to  remove  the  brush,  lay  out  avenues  and 
lots,  and  fix  prices  for  the  same.  That  they  shall  procure  suitable 
books  and  printed  matter,  in  order  that  the  burials  may  be  properly 
recorded.  And  the  sale  of  lots  to  commence  as  soon  as  the  cemetery 
shall  have  been  laid  out.  Also  that  a  suitable  fence  be  placed  where 
needed. 

That  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  be  raised  and  ap- 
propriated for  the  above-named  purchase.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TOWN  HISTORY. 


Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  history  of  the  town,  would  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  after  a  careful  consid- 
eration of  the  subject,  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  such  a 
work  should  be  undertaken  at  once.  The  writing  of  the  early  rec- 
ords of  the  town  is  fast  becoming  illegible;  even  now,  many  words 
are  lost  beyond  recovery.  Several  years  ago  an  appropriation  was 
made  to  have  these  records  copied,  but  for  some  reason  it  was  never 
done,  and  your  committee  feel  that  action  should  be  taken  to  place 
the  facts  there  recorded  beyond  the  possibility  of  being  lost.  Many 
of  our  older  citizens  who  are  possessed  of  interesting  facts  relative  to 
our  early  history,  as  a  town,  are  fast  passing  away,  and  those  facts 
will  soon  be  beyond  our  reach  if  not  placed  upon  more  enduring  sub- 
stance than  the  memory  of  man.  From  the  many  conversations  we 
have  had  with  our  townspeople,  and  the  more  than  fifty  letters  we 
have  received  from  former  residents,  we  are  led  to  believe  that  if  the 
book  was  published  it  would  meet  with  a  large  sale.  More  than 
eighty  towns  in  our  State  have  printed  books  of  historical  matter, 
nearly  half  of  them  within  twenty  years,  and  those  of  recent  date 
are  generally  large  octavo  volumes  of  from  six  hundred  to  one  thou- 
sand pages  each,  all  well  illustrated,  and  several  more  are  now  in 
preparation. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  selectmen  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  and 
instructed  to  appoint  a  committee  of  not  less  than  five  persons  to 
prepare  and  publish  a  history  of  the  town.  The  said  committee  to 
have  access  to  all  the  records  of  the  town,  and  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars  is  hereby  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  in  the  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


Your  board,  in  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  year,  finds  no  new 
subject  for  consideration.  Our  round  of  duties  having  been  practi- 
cally the  same,  a  report  of  them  must  of  necessity  be  similar  to 
others  made  before.  We  trust,  however,  that  the  value  of  all  mat- 
ters connected  with  the  general  subject  of  the  health  of  our  village 
and  town  is  sufficiently  appreciated  to  furnish  interest  in,  or  excuse 
for,  that  which  otherwise  might  seem  like  needless  repetition. 

As  in  years  more  remote,  so  in  the  one  just  passed,  filth  has  been  a 
prominent  factor  in  the  production  and  development  of  disease. 
Typhoid  fever  again  made  its  appearance,  and  more  cases  were  re- 
ported than  have  been  for  many  years.  The  outbreak  did  not 
assume  at  any  time  the  character  of  an  epidemic,  and  the  disease  in 
nearly  every  instance  pursued  a  mild  course.  It  is  believed  that 
the  extensive  upturning  of  the  soil  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the 
pipes  for  the  water  works  and  sewer  was  largely  responsible  for 
this  outbreak.  Bad  drainage  was  also  a  factor,  while  careless  ex- 
posure of  decaying  and  excrementitious  matter  helped  to  swell  the 
list  of  victims. 

Several  cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred  near  the  centre  of  the 
village,  and  at  a  point  where,  within  a  radius  of  fifty  yards,  the  air 
was  polluted  by  the  noxious  odors  of  no  less  than  thirteen  privies. 
Should  not  this  simple  statement  of  the  facts  point  a  moral  and 
render  further  comment  unnecessary? 

During  last  Summer  complaint  was  several  times  made  that  the 
foul  gases  and  nauseating  effluvium  emanating  from  the  present 
mouth  of  the  sewer,  were  a  source  of  great  discomfort.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  the  present  location  of  the  sewer  outlet  was  not  in 
accordance  with  the  orginal  plan,  and  that  the  change  in  the  plan 
was  the  subject  of  a  remonstrance  by  the  Board  on  precisely  the 
same  grounds  as  the  facts  above  mentioned  prove,  viz.,  that  the 
establishment  of  the  outlet  of  the  sewer  above  the  river  dam  and 
near  a  much-frequented  part  of  the  village  would  prove  offensive 
and  injurious.  It  is  hardly  probable  that  any  improvement  in  this 
matter  can  be  made  until  the  original  plan  of  an  outlet  below  the 
dam  is  carried  out. 

To  any  person,  then,  who  is  inclined  to  question  the  value  of  the 
sewer  to  the  town,  we  would  say,  Construct  an  outlet  with  grades 
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and  appliances  as  was  originally  proposed,  remove  the  alterations 
and  abbreviations  that  have  so  crippled  its  effectiveness,  place  its 
care  and  management  under  persons  especially  appointed  by  the 
selectmen  for  the  purpose,  such  officers  having  care  of  the  connect- 
ing and  suitable  trapping  of  service  pipes,  the  finishing  of  the  sewer 
at  appropriate  intervals  for  the  removal  of  sediment,  as  well  as  the 
observance  of  proper  precautions  against  clogging  the  service  or 
main  pipes  by  the  deposit  of  improper  substances  therein,  and  we  are 
willing  that  the  sewer  should  stand  or  fall  upon  its  own  merits. 

We  regard  with  feelings  of  satisfaction  the  efficiency  of  our  water 
supply  and  the  adoption  of  water  service  by  so  many.  Its  general 
use  for  domestic  purposes  is  a  measure  of  the  highest  importance. 
Polluted  wells  are  not  rare,  a  fact  which  frequent  analyses  prove, 
and  an  increase  of  this  danger  may  be  reasonably  expected.  Be- 
fore the  purchase  of  the  water  works  by  the  town,  two  separate  and 
independent  analyses,  made  simultaneously  by  expert  chemists, 
showed  the  quality  of  the  water  to  be  considerably  above  the  aver- 
age of  such  sources  of  supply.  The  impurities  which  were  found  to 
exist  were  of  a  harmless  nature  and  therefore  unimportant.  The 
water  contained  none  of  the  poisonous  elements  so  often  con- 
tributed to  well  water  by  the  leachings  of  sink-drains  and  water- 
closets,  and  the  decomposing  remains  of  angleworms,  frogs,  toads 
and  rats.  It  is  hoped  in  the  interests  of  health  that  a  largely  in- 
creased number  of  our  citizens  will  at  an  early  date  avail  themselves 
of  this  service. 

Nuisances  have  occurred  more  frequently  than  formerly,  the  diffi- 
culty in  securing  thorough  drainage  being  in  most  instances  the  cause. 

We  would  here  urge  upon  the  town  the  great  need  of  more  suit- 
able accommodations  for  those  who  are  placed  under  arrest.  The 
cells  as  they  at  present  exist  beneath  the  town-house  can  hardly  be 
regarded  as  wholesome  or  safe.  It  is  hoped  that  a  radical  change 
in  this  respect  will  be  made  at  an  early  day. 

The  maintenance  of  sties  for  swine  is  a  most  serious  cause  for 
complaint.  Let  it  be  remembered  that  the  person  who  poisons  any 
neighborhood  by  means  o*f  such  an  abomination,  is  as  truly  culpable 
as  another  who  administers  a  poisonous  draught,  or  commits  an  as- 
sault.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Mil  ford: 

The  Board  of  Education  respectfully  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  condition  of  the  public  schools,  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  27, 
1891,  and  at  the  same  time  present  for  your  consideration  the  needs 
of  these  schools  for  the  ensuing  year: 

In  general,  this  has  been  a  prosperous  year.  The  attendance  has 
been  good,  the  teachers  have  been  faithful,  and  the  pupils,  for  the 
most  part,  attentive  and  industrious.  These  conditions  should  pro- 
duce good  results,  and  they  most  assuredly  have.  Much  work  has 
been  done  and  well  done.  With  one  exception  we  have  been  fortu- 
nate enough  to  retain  our  teachers  in  the  graded  schools.  Miss  Epps 
left  the  Intermediate  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term.  Consequent 
upon  the  many,  changes  that  followed  her  resignation,  that  school 
was  seriously  interrupted  in  its  progress.  These  interruptions,  and 
the  large  number  of  pupils  for  one  teacher,  under  the  circumstances, 
seemed  to  call  for  special  and  immediate  action.  After  considering 
various  plans,  it  was  thought  best  to  place  an  assistant  there,  and 
this  has  worked  well.  The  school  is  regaining  lost  ground,  and  there 
is  every  prospect  that  at  the  close  of  the  year  in  June,  the  classes 
will  be  ready  for  promotion.  The  West  and  First  Primary  schools 
were  so  large  after  the  promotions  in  September,  that  the  personal 
attention  needed,  could  not  be  given,  and  one  assistant  was  provided 
for  both,  they  being  so  situated  that  she  could  pass  from  one  room 
to  the  other  as  her  services  were  required. 

The  East  Primary  was  unusually  small  from  September  until  Jan- 
uary, when  several  were  promoted  from  the  First  Primary,  to  make 
room  for  some  who  were  of  school  age,  and  waiting  admission. 

Two  hundred  and  fifteen  pupils  have  been  enrolled  in  the  three 
Primaries,  the  past  year.    These  schools  will  have  thirty-three  weeks 
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the  ensuing  year,  an  increase  of  three  weeks.  This  change  has  been 
made  because  we  feel  the  interest  of  the  schools  demands  it. 

The  Grammar  and  High  schools  have  had  no  special  changes.  At 
the  Grammar  the  accommodations  are  ample,  but  the  High  has 
much  of  the  time  been  crowded;  the  main  room  not  having  sufficient 
seating  capacity,  some  of  the  students  have  occupied  seats  in  one  of 
the  recitation  rooms. 

There  has  been  one  feature  of  the  Grammar-school  work,  to  which 
some  of  our  citizens  have  contributed,  and  for  which  we  feel  it  fitting 
to  express  our  thanks.  For  the  past  two  or  three  years,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  G.  A.  R.  have  given  the  class  in  United  States  History 
illustrations  and  reminiscences  of  the  Civil  War,  thus  rendering  that 
portion  of  the  history  interesting  as  well  as  instructive.  We  hope 
this  will  continue  to  be  a  feature  of  the  work,  as  we  consider  it  of 
great  benefit.  Whatever  interest  parents  and  other  citizens  man- 
ifest, is  not  only  highly  appreciated  by  teachers,  pupils,  and  com- 
mittee, but  it  is  an  inspiration.  Your  mere  presence  in  the  school- 
room is  an  important  factor  in  the  success  of  the  school. 

UNGRADED  SCHOOLS. 

At  che  close  of  the  year  we  have  but  two  teachers  in  these  schools? 
who  held  the  same  position  at  the  beginning.  The  changes  have 
been  unavoidable.  In  two  instances  the  teachers  left  to  take  a 
course  of  study,  with  special  reference  to  their  work.  We  have 
made  one  change  because  we  had  an  important  position  which  we 
felt  a  teacher  had  shown  herself  especially  fitted  to  fill.  One  left  us 
for  higher  wages.  We  would  gladly  retain  teachers  when  they  are 
doing  good  work,  but  oftentimes  just  when  of  most  value  to  us,  they 
find  they  can  do  better  elsewhere,  and  we  must  let  them  go.  Ex- 
perience has  a  money  value,  and  if  we  would  have  it,  we  must  pay 
the  market  price. 

We  are  not,  with  the  exception  of  Pine  Valley,  paying  as  much  in 
these  positions  as  are  our  neighboring  towns. 

Some  of  these  schools  are  now  quite  small,  but  they  are  doing 
good  work. 

The  teachers  are  showing  most  commendable  zeal,  and  we  can  see 
the  good  results  of  their  endeavors  in  many  ways.  Their  school 
year  is  also  extended  three  weeks,  a  change  which  seemed  necessary, 
especially  for  those  who  wish  to  fit  for  the  High  school,  of  whom 
there  are  some  in  nearly  every  district. 
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FREE  TEXT-BOOKS. 

The  generous  response  to  the  call  for  an  appropriation  for  text- 
books and  other  school  supplies,  has  enabled  us  to  meet  that  ex- 
pense, which  has  been  a  considerable  item.  The  past  year  very 
much  more  has  been  needed  for  that  purpose  than  will  be  required 
for  the  ensuing  year.  The  law  went  into  effect  Jan.  1,  1890,  and  as 
there  was  no  financial  provision  made  for  it  until  March,  a  part  of 
the  appropriation  of  last  meeting  was  used  in  paying  bills  contracted 
the  preceding  two  months,  but  that  was  taken  into  consideration  in 
the  estimate. 

About  one-third  the  amount  expended  the  past  year  will  probably 
meet  the  needs  of  the  next.  Closed  cases  have  been  provided, 
where  the  books  can  be  carefully  kept  when  not  in  use.  From  sta- 
tistics gathered  from  towns  in  Massachusetts,  where  the  law  has 
been  in  operation  some  time,  we  find  the  average  annual  expense 
per  pupil,  after  the  first  supply,  to  be  about  eighty  cents.  We  base 
our  estimate  upon  this,  and  upon  our  own  year's  experience.  It 
seems  to  us,  from  our  short  trial  of  the  system,  that  the  conveniences 
far  outweigh  the  inconveniences. 

REPAIRS. 

Under  this  head  are  some  quite  heavy  items  of  expense.  The 
Grammar  School  building  has  been  plumbed,  thus  supplying  a  long- 
felt  need,  as  the  well  had  been  condemned,  and  for  some  time  the 
water  supply  had  been  a  serious  question. 

The  Grammar  School-room  was  thoroughly  renovated  in  the  sum- 
mer vacation.  The  walls  had  been  several  times  papered,  one  layer 
over  another,  thus  retaining  all  the  gases  absorbed  for  years;  and  as 
the  time  had  come  when  something  must  be  done,  it  was  thought 
best  to  remove  all  the  paper  and  paint  the  walls.  Accordingly,  this 
was  done,  and,  though  at  the  time  much  more  expensive  than  re- 
papering,  it  was  in  reality  much  more  economical.  The  walls  are  of 
a  light  tint,  with  a  glossy  finish,  that  can  be  easily  cleaned,  and  will 
last  for  years.  The  same  should  be  done  in  the  room  occupied  by 
the  West  Primary.    In  fact,  no  school-room  should  be  papered. 

For  a  long  time  the  heating  apparatus  at  the  High  School  build- 
ing had  been  unsatisfactory,  and  an  expert  employed  to  make  an 
examination,  pronounced  the  plumbing  defective,  and  suggested 
necessary  changes,  which  were  made  in  the  early  fall,  and  the  heat- 
ing there  is  perfect  now. 
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The  rooms  occupied  by  the  High  School  need  considerable  work. 
The  plastering  needs  repairing,  and  the  walls  repainting,  which 
should  be  done  the  coming  summer.  Other  rooms  in  the  building 
need  some  attention.  The  outside  wood-work  must  be  painted  for 
preservation  if  the  building  is  to  continue  in  use  for  school  purposes, 
and  there  seems  to  be  no  other  prospect  for  the  present,  though  we 
hope  the  new  school-house  is  not  a  thing  in  the  far  future.  Most 
excellent  use  could  be  made  of  such  a  building,  and  on  examining 
the  article  on  attendance,  you  will  see  that  your  schools  are  growing 
up  to  the  necessity. 

A  good  walk  should  be  laid  from  the  entrance  of  the  yard  to  the 
door  of  the  East  Primary  School,  before  the  spring  opens. 

Outside  the  village,  the  most  extensive  repairing  has  been  the 
shingling  of  the  North  building.  At  others  there  have  been  but 
slight  repairs.  The  fence  at  Pine  Valley  must  be  rebuilt  as  soon  as 
the  ground  is  in  condition.   This  will  be  an  item  of  not  less  than  $100. 

The  question  of  janitor  for  the  village  schools  is  still  before  us, 
and  we  see  no  other  way  of  settling  it  than  by  offering  sufficient 
compensation  to  secure  the  services  of  a  responsible  person  to  take 
charge  of  the  two  buildings.  The  care  of  six  large  school-rooms, 
with  several  recitation  and  ante-rooms,  all  to  be  kept  warm  and 
clean,  is  no  sinecure  position.  All  the  school  premises  would  be  un- 
der his  supervision,  together  with  slight  repairs  about  the  buildings. 
In  term  time,  he  could  be  kept  pretty  busy  all  day,  and  part  of  the 
night  in  cold  weather. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  whole  number  enrolled  the  past  year  is  550, — 303  boys  and 
247  girls.  Of  this  number  136  were  in  the  ungraded,  and  414  in  the 
graded  schools.  This  is  a  decrease  of  11  in  the  ungraded,  and  an 
increase  of  34  in  the  graded.  Further  particulars  regarding  attend- 
ance, etc.,  may  be  found  in  the  Statistical  Table.

REPORT   OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Mil  ford: 

In  compliance  with  the  usual  custom,  the  Trustees  present  their 
Twenty-third  Annual  Report  of  the  condition  of  the  Free  Library 
for  the  year  1890-91. 

The  Board  organized  by  choosing  Clinton  S.  Averill  President, 
and  Dexter  S.  Burnham  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  March,  the  sum  of  $300  was  appropri- 
ated by  the  Town  for  the  support  of  the  Library.  Amount  received 
from  fines,  $11.62;  from  sale  of  catalogues,  $2.16;  from  miscella- 
neous sources,  $2.00 ;  balance  in  hands  of  Treasurer  from  old 
account,  $6.56,  making  a  total  of  $322.34. 

There  has  been  paid  for  current  expenses  of  the  Library,  $204.41 ; 
for  the  purchase  of  new  books,  $74.00 ;  for  periodicals,  $42.40,  leav- 
ing a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  $1.53. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  Library  sixteen  volumes  of  periodi- 
cals bound,  or  to  be  bound,  for  permanent  use ;  fifty-six  volumes  by 
purchase,  of  which  eight  volumes  were  to  replace  worn-out  books ; 
thirty  bound  and  eighteen  pamphlet  volumes  by  donation. 

The  number  of  persons  taking  out  books  in  January,  1891,  was 
1178.  The  books  taken  out  for  the  year  ending  Jan.  31,  1891,  were 
equal  to  one  volume  10,250  times.  Ninety-six- cards  were  surren- 
dered during  the  year.

Mrs.  Nellie  Cochran  has  continued  to  hold  the  office  of  Librarian 
during  the  year,  and  has  discharged  its  duties  with  commendable 
faithfulness.

As  the  matter  will  come  before  you  for  action  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  town,  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  receive  your  favor- 
able consideration,  and  that  such  action  will  be  taken  as  will  provide, 
in  the  near  future,  for  the  much-needed  accommodations.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  resolution  by  which' 
the  board  of  water  commissioners  was  created,  we  herewith; 
present  our  first  annual  financial  and  statistical  report.

Total,  31,799  feet  or  6.02  miles. 

The  three  hydrants  added  during  the  year  were  placed  as  fol- 
lows:    One  at  the  corner  of  E.  Union  and  Deane  streets;  one  at 
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the  corner  of  Oak  and  Deane  streets  and  one  on  Oak  opposite 
Willow  street.  A  new  hydrant  was  also  put  in  on  Maple  street 
mear  the  bridge  to  replace  the  one  which  was  broken  by  a  run 
away  team. 

In  putting  in  the  new  services  we  have  in  each  case  made  a 
fair  and  careful  estimate  of  the  cost  and  have  charged  the  in- 
dividual as  nearly  actual  cost  as  we  could  with  safety  to  the  town. 
We  have  invariably  used  the  iron  cement  lined  pipe  for  services 
and  it  has  never  failed  to  give  good  satisfaction. 

WATER. 

The  year  past  has  given  our  water  supply  as  severe  a  test  as  it 
probably  will  ever  receive  in  the  matter  of  drouth.  But  even 
during  the  driest  period,  with  the  average  daily  consumption  not 
less  than  65,000  gallons  per  day,  there  was  enough  water  to  meet 
all  i  equirements.  As  the  demand  for  water  increases  it  is  obvious 
that  the  supply  must  be  increased  as  well,  and  within  a  very  few 
years  we  hope  there  will  be  a  sufficient  number  of  private  water 
takers  to  enable  the  town  to  construct  another  well  of.  equal  size 
.and  capacity. 

The  quality  of  the  water  has  been  uniformily  good  throughout 
the  year,,  and  we  believe  no  water  works  in  the  country  can  pro- 
duce any  better.  There  has  been  a  good  deal  of  waste  and  mis- 
use of  the  water,  although  it  has  been  our  constant  endeavor  to 
guard  against  it.  We  have  had  occasion  many  times  to  repri- 
mand for  waste  and  misuse  and  various  fracture  of  rules  and  we 
wish  it  distinctly  understood,  that  while  the  works  remain  in 
charge  of  the  present  commission,  we  propose  to  maintain  the 
•dignity  of  our  regulations  so  far  as  lies  in  our  power. 

EXTENSION  OF  MAINS. 

vSix  applications  have  been  received  for  the  extension  of  main 
pipes  as  follows  :

Mr.  F.  VV.  Sargent  has  had  charge  of  the  construction  and  the 
work  has  been  done  thoroughly  and  as  we  believe  economically. 
From  the  new  mains  we  receive  an  income  of  7  per  cent,  on  the 
cost. 


REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS.

Nearly  all  the  leaks  in  gates  have  been  caused  by  imperfect 
gaskets  or  by  loosened  packing.  Our  pressure  is  so  great,  that 
nothing  but  metal  and  the  best  of  rubber  can  withstand  it.  The 
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hydrant  on  Nashua  street  in  frout  of  G.  A.  Avery's  store  has 
been  removed  owing  to  its  close  proximity  to  the  building  and 
has  been  located  on  the  other  side  of  the  street,  directly  opposite 
the  point  where  it  formerly  stood. 

At  the  pumping  station  we  have  expended  very  little- in  the 
way  of  repairs.  We  found  it  necessary  for  the  better  preserva- 
tion  of  the  floors,  to  build  a  larger  drain  for  the  cellar  and  also 
to  put  in  ventilating  windows. 

The  wooden  supports  on  which  the  large  suction  and  dis- 
charge pipes  in  the  cellar  rested  have  been  replaced  with  solid 
supports  of  brick  and  stone.  The  usual  repairs  have  been  made 
on  pumps  and  boiler.  Some  grading  has  been  done  on  the  north 
and  west  sides  of  the  station.  A  telephone  has  been  put  in,  the 
line  runing  from  the  janitor's  room  in  the  town  house  to  the 
station.

The  above  is  a  conservative  estimate,  and  if  the  figures  are 
sustained  we  can  pay  the  interest  on  the  bonded  debt,  $2,600, 
and  have  a  surplus  of  $500. 
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GENERAL  REMARKS. 

We  believe  the  town  of  Milford  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
results  of  this  first  year's  ownership  of  the  Water  Works.  From 
the  financial  and  statistical  reports  of  this  first  year,  the  wisdom 
of  the  purchase  of  the  works  by  the  town  is  more  apparent  than 
ever. 

As  the  report  shows,  we  have  made  no  attempt  to  apply  any 
part  of  the  income  to  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  water  debt, 
as  the  water  bonds  were  not  floated  until  late  in  the  year,  but 
have  used  the  balance  of  income  in  the  extension  of  the  mains 
in  directions  where  it  seemed  imperative  so  to  do.  We  believe 
that  the  permanent  future  success  of  the  works,  as  well  as 
increased  progress  in  house  building,  is  largely  dependent  on  a 
discreet  extension  of  the  system. 

In  all  extensions  made  the  past  year,  the  income  has  increased 
one-third  over  the  amounts  pledged  on  the  petition. 

We  believe  that  by  careful  management  on  the  part  of  the 
Commissioners,  and  a  strict  adherence  to  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions governing  the  use  of  water,  on  the  part  of  the  citizens, 
the  success  of  the  Milford  Water  Works  is  already  assured.

REPORT  OF  FIREWARDENS. 


The  Board  oi  Firewardens  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  29th, 
1892: 

The  Department  consists  of  Eagle  Hose  Co.,  12  men;  Sou- 
hegan  Hose  Co.,  12  men;  and  Alert  Hook  and  Ladder  Co.,  16 
men. 

We  have  added  four  men  to  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Co.  the 
past  year,  as  twelve  men  were  insufficient  to  do  the  work. 

APPARATUS. 

Eagle  Hose  Wagon;  Souhegan  Hose  Wagon;  Alert  Hook 
and  Ladder  Truck ;  Neptune  Fire  Engine  and  Hose  Carriage ; 
Souhegan  Fire  Engine  and  Hose  Carriage,  all  fully  equipped ; 
No.  1  Fire  Engine  unfit  for  use. 

We  would  advise  selling  Souhegan  Fire  Engine  and  Carriage, 
as  there  seems  to  be  no  use  for  it. 

Hose  and  material  on  hand,  1,600  feet,  2  inch;  hose  in  good 
conditon,  2,500  feet,  2  1-2  inch  hose,  in  good  condition,  1,000 
feet  of  which  is  new. 

The  rubber  coats  are  in  very  poor  condition,  and  new  ones 
are  very  much  needed. 

There  have  been  four  new  hydrants  added  the  past  year,  mak- 
ing the  total  number  forty-seven. 

The  fire  alarm  is  in  poor  condition,  but,  as  the  new  engine 
room  is  nearly  completed,  and  the  alarm  will  be  removed  to  it 
soon,  it  will  be  put  in  good  condition  at  that  time.  The  old 
engine  house,  after  the  removal  of  apparatus  to  the  new  quarters, 
will  not  be  needed  for  fire  purposes.  The  shed  on  School  street 
can  be  used  for  storage  purposes. 
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We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $900  for  the  Fire  De- 
partment. This  will  cover  the  actual  expenses  for  the  yeary 
and  also  furnish  the  new  rooms,  as  we  think  necessary  for  the 
Department.

REPORT  OF  RIVERSIDE  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 


The  committee  on  Riverside  Cemetery  would  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report : 

Last  spring  your  committee  visited  various  cemeteries  in  the 
viciaity  of  Boston  and  gained  thereby  much  valuable  informa- 
tion regarding  survey,  management,  etc.,  of  the  same.  In 
this  connection  we  engaged  Mr.  Ernest  W.  Bowditch  of  Boston, 
who  has  given  us  a  fine  plan  of  the  entire  cemetery,  as  we 
deemed  it  advisable  to  adopt  a  survey  and  plan  of  the  whole, 
so  that  whatever  is  done  in  future  may  be  a  part  of  the  com" 
pleted  cemetery. 

Some  of  the  lots  have  been  staked,  a  part  of  the  avenues 
graded,  and  one  burial  made.  Several  lots  have  been  spoken  for 
and  will  be  taken  in  the  spring.  Citizens  and  visitors  who  have 
looked  the  cemetery  over  are  enthusiastic  as  to  location,  and  all 
agree  that  for  natural  beauty  it  cannot  be  surpassed.  We  have 
expended  during  the  year  seven  hundred  dollars  and  thirty-one 
cents  ($700.31)  of  the  one  thousand  ($1,000)  appropriated  last 
year. 

More  fence  is  needed,  and  as  improvements  must  be  made  each 
year  to  render  it  desirable,  therefore,  we  recommend  that  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300)  be  raised  and  appropriated 
for  further  improvements  the  present  year.  Also  that  all  money 
received  from  the  sale  of  lots  be  used  in  improving  Riverside 
Cemetery.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


A  fair  consideration  of  matters,  relating  to  the  public  health 
during  the  year  which  has  elapsed  since  our  last  annual  report, 
leads  the  Board  to  believe  that  in  sanitary  affairs  we  have  as  a 
town  and  village  advanced  and  improved,  and  have  an  encour- 
aging prospect  ahead. 

Any  measure  adopted,  or  labor  performed,  or  expense  in- 
curred, for  the  purpose  of  making  a  town  or  city  more  healthful 
and  habitable,  naturally  arranges  itself  under  one  of  three 
general  subjects.  First,  improvement  of  water  supply.  Sec- 
ond, improvement  in  the  means  for  the  disposal  of  this  water 
after  it  has  been  u^ed,  and  third,  more  thorough  disinfection. 

That  we  are  in  possession  of  an  abundant  supply  of  water, 
of  good  quality,  by  means  of  our  town  system,  is  we  think  gen- 
erally admitted.  The  conviction  that  its  use  for  domestic 
purposes  should  be  as  widely  extended  as  possible,  grows 
stronger  with  each  succeeding  year.  Enough  has  been  written 
in  previous  reports  concerning  the  impurity  of  a  large  portion  of 
our  wells,  and  the  subject  is  referred  to  again  only  as  a  reminder 
that  in  them  a  positive  danger  to  health  may  appear  at  any 
time,  and  to  suggest  their  abandonment  and  the  employment  of 
a  service  from  the  public  system  wherever  it  is  practicable  to 
do  so. 

We  are  aware  that  the  number  of  new  water-takers  is  rapidly 
increasing,  and  would  encourage  the  movement  as  one  of  the 
greatest  possible  value. 

A  very  important  assistance  in  the  matter  of  drainage  was 
rendered  last  summer  by  the  extension  of  the  system  of  sewers. 
By  means  of  the  appropriation  made  at  our  last  annual  meeting, 
the  sewer  on  Amherst  street  was  extended  to  a  point  just 
beyond  the  residence  of  Mrs.  Addison  Knight,  and  the  lower 
part  of  the  western  branch  of  the  general  system,  which  runs 
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through  Clinton  street,  and  discharges  into  the  river  below  the 
"  Wilcox  Dam."  was  well  advanced.  It  is  most  earnestly 
desired  that  the  work  upon  this  sewer  may  be  continued  during 
the  coming  season,  and  that  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose 
may  be  made. 

We  believe  that  such  portions  of  the  laws  of  our  State  as 
permit  towns  or  cities  to  require  the  dwellers  upon  streets, 
where  sewers  are  constructed,  to  connect  therewith  all  drain 
pipes  suitably  trapped  and  guarded,  should  be  enforced.  The 
parts  of  the  general  statutes  referred  to  have  been  adopted 
already  by  vote  of  the  town. 

As  a  reason  for  this  belief,  we  may  say  that  such  an  arrange- 
ment, in  many  instances,  furnishes  the  only  available  means  for 
efficient  disposal  of  filth  and  waste.  Such  parts  of  the  system 
as  were  located  for  construction  last  summer,  were  so  placed  as 
to  furnish  a  means  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  that  could 
not  be  otherwise  disposed  of,  except  for  a  brief  period.  The 
expense  of  entering  the  sewer,  and  the  increased  taxation  inci- 
dent to  the  furnishing  to  each  householder  of  a  means  of  dis- 
posal of  objectionable  matters  would  rarely  work  hardship,  and 
the  advantage  derived  would  be  marked  and  permanent. 

The  subject  of  more  thorough  disinfection  is  most  earnestly 
recommended  as  worthy  of  closer  attention.  This  comprises 
better  ventilation  of  stables  and  vaults,  and  the  freer  use  of 
absorbants  of  liquids  found  thereabouts.  There  should  also  be 
greater  care  in  the  disposal,  in  and  about  the  sick  room,  of 
agents  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases, 
as  well  as  a  more  painstaking  renovation  of  such  quarters,  after 
the  disease  has  passed.  We  can  only  refer  briefly  to  this  sub- 
ject, but  would  again  suggest  its  great  importance. 

We  have  passed  through  the  year  of  1891  without  any  serious 
epidemic  of  what  might  be  called  preventive  diseases.  An 
outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  last  spring — about  thirty 
cases  in  all.  Its  'spread  was  prevented,  to  a  great  extent,  by 
quarantining  the  patients,  but  a  greater  degree  of  success  in  this 
respect  might  have  been  attained  had  directions,  in  a  few 
instances,  been  strictly  followed. 
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Of  typhoid  fever,  four  cases  occurred.  Two  of  these  are 
believed  to  have  been  imported — the  subjects  contracting  the 
disease  elsewhere.  Of  diphtheria  n<  t  a  single  case  was  ob- 
served. 

It  is  .believed  that  the  interest  shown  by  the  citizens  of  Mil- 
ford,  in  the  subject  of  sanitary  reform,  is  a  thing  of  vigorous 
and  steady  growth.  We  feel  that  this  is  a  matter  of  encourage- 
ment and  congratulation.  It  is  only  through  such  interest  and 
assistance  that  any  cause,  however  worthy,  makes  any  real 
advance.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 


To  th'e  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Mil  ford: 

The  Board  of  Education  respectfully  present  for  your  consid- 
eration, this  report  of  the  condition  of  your  public  schools  for  the 
year  ending  Feb.  '29,  1892,  and  at  the  same  time  would  present 
to  you  the  needs  of  these  schools  for  the  ensuing  year,  that  they 
may  be  so- met  as  to  ensure  continued  success. 

The  school  year  opened  under  very  favorable  auspices,  but 
sickness  and  the  fear  of  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  so  affected 
all  the  village  schools  of  the  grades  below  the  grammar,  that  at 
the  close  of  the  term  in  June,  not  one-third  of  the  pupils  enrolled, 
remained.  The  fall  term  opened  with  overflowing  rooms  in 
these  grades,  and  the  winter  sickness  has  not  seriously  affected 
them. 

The  High  school  will  remain  in  session  one  week  after  this 
report  closes,  in  consequence  of  the  postponement  of  the  opening 
of  the  session  owing  to  the  unexpected  resignation  of  Miss 
Brackett  during  the  holiday  recess.  Of  the  class  to  be  graduated 
in  June,  four  are  fitting  for  college  and  others  will  continue  their 
studies  at  institutions  specially  fitting  them  for  the  callings  they 
propose  to  pursue.  Advance  and  review  work  had  been  arranged 
accordingly;  therefore  the  students  were  quite  disturbed  lest 
their  work  should  be  interrupted,  but  we  were  fortunate  enough 
to  secure  one  who  could  pursue  the  same  line,  taking  all  Miss 
Brackett' s  classes  and  the  work  moves  satisfactorily  on  without 
a  break  in  the  plans  already  laid  out. 

Miss  Brackett  donated  to  the  school  four  books,  dedicating  one 
to  each  class,  these  with  some  works  on  astronomy  contributed 
by  Miss  J.  E.  Snow  make  quite  an  addition  to  the  library. 

The  Agricultural  Bureau  send  every  day  a  weather  map  and*if 
we  had  a  daily  paper,  our  High  school  might  give  us  the  prob- 
abilities. 
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At  the  grammar  school  much  has  been  accomplished  repre- 
senting hard  and  faithful  labor  on  the  part  of  teachers  and  pupils. 
The  class  which  will  enter  the  High  school  in  the  fall,  has  done 
an  unusual  amount  of  preparatory  work  with  most  excellent  re- 
sults. 

The  boys  of  this  school  have  displayed  their  patriotism  in  a 
very  commendable  way,  having,  entirely  through  their  own 
efforts,  secured  a  handsome  flag,  and  presented  it  to  the  town  to 
float  over  the  grammar  school  building  whenever  the  school  is  in 
session.  Mr.  C.  G.  Macomber  donated  a  flag  staff,  a  valuable 
and  highly  appreciated  gift.  Interesting  exercises  including 
singing,  recitations,  etc.,  accompanied  the  presentation,  Friday, 
Jan.  '26,  and  the  grammar  school  building  has  the  honor  of  be- 
ing the  first  school  building  over  which  the  Star  Spanned  Ban- 
ner waves. 

The  intermediate  school  has  been  very  large  most  of  the  year, 
and  in  January  we  again  placed  an  assistant  there,  though  the 
accommodations  are  not  suitable  lor  such  an  arrangement,  but 
even  under  unfavorable  circumstances  good  v\  ork  has  been  done 
and  the  xlasses  are  quite  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  grade. 
The  light  is  so  poor  that  on  very  many  days  din  ing  the  winter 
study  has  been  impossible  in  the  latter  part  of  the  afternoon. 
The  West  Primary  has  been  very  full  and  an  assistant  has  been 
constantly  employed,  though  here,  as  at  the  intermediate,  there 
are  not  the  requisite  conveniences  for  a  double  school,  but 
obstacles  seem  to  have  been  overcome  and  the  w7ork  is  of  a  high 
order. 

The  East  Primary  has  been  so  large  that  an  extra  row  of  desks 
had  to  be  placed  against  the  wall,  and  one  of  the  dressing  rooms 
utilized  as  a  very  convenient  recitation  room.  The  assistance 
has  been  furnished  from  the  .senior  class  of  the  High  school,  and 
\  olunteer  aid  from  one  of  the  graduates  •  ol  '91.  The  grade  of 
the  class  to  be  promoted  in  the  lall  is  in  advance  of  any  class 
heretofore  promoted.  The  first  Primary  has  had  very  little  as- 
sistance, though  it  has  been  quite  large  so  that  the  regular  seating 
capacity  was  insufficient,  but  all  are  now  well  accommodated 
and  the  little  folks  are  making  rapid  progress. 
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UNGRADED  SCHOOLS. 

The  Shedd  and  Howard  schools  were  so  small  at  the  opening" 
of  the  fall  term,  that  it  was  thought  best  to  close  those  houses. 

Transportation  was  furnished  the  Howard  to  the  village  and 
the  others  to  the  Osgood.  That  arrangement  continues  with  the 
Howard  pupils,  but  there  being  more  to  attend  the  Shedd  in  the 
winter,  and  not  being  able  to  provide  transportation,  that  house 
has  been  open  for  a  few  weeks.  Tne  Osgood  school  had  a  very 
full  attendance  until  Christmas  vacation,  but  it  has  been  almost 
entirely  broken  up  by  whooping  cough  the  last  seven  weeks.  The 
North  school  was  somewhat  interrupted  by  the  same  trouble  in 
the  fall,  but  it  has  been  quite  large  most  of  the  vear.  At  Feder- 
al Hill  the  attendance  has  been  fair,  some  of  the  younger  ones 
having  been  kept  at  home  on  account  of  sickness  At  Pine  Val- 
ley the  record  is  remarkably  good,  there  being  a  marked  im- 
provement in  very  many  cases.  Some  of  those  who  have  here- 
tofore blackened  the  register  have  not  had  an  absent  or  tardy 
mark  for  weeks. 

In  many  respects  the  ungraded  schools  have  had  a  very  pros- 
perous year.  Without  exception  the  teachers  have  been  earnest,, 
faithful  workers  and  the  pupils  have  shown  a  commendable 
spirit  of  application,  and  made  excellent  progress.  We  would, 
especially  commend  the  year's  work. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 

The  schools  are  now  well  supplied  with  the  regular  text 
books,  and  the  coming  year  it  would  be  well  to  furnish  supple- 
mentary and  reference  books,  which,  with  the  supplies  that  must 
constantly  be  replenished,  will  require  about  the  same  sum  as  last 
year.  Several  books  are  needed  for  reference  in  the  High  school, 
a  physiological  chart  for  the  grammar  school  and  several  maps, 
and  reference  books  for  other  schools. 

REPAIRS. 

The  High  school  building  has  been  quite  thoroughly  renovated 
throughout,  the  walls  of  each  room  and  the  entire  woodwork 
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'OU'tside  having  received  a  fresh  coat  of  paint.  A  concrete  walk 
has  been  laid  from  the  street  to  the  cloor  of  the  East  Primary 
;and  steam  pipes  carried  through  an  ante-room,  providing  a  com- 
fortable recitation  room  for  that  school.  The  West  Primary 
room  has  had  the  paper  removed  and  the  walls  tinted.  The  Pine 
Valley  fence  has  been  rebuilt.  These  constitute  the  heavy,  items 
■of  expense,  as  the  repairs  in  other  sections  have  been  slight. 

The  bell  at  the  High  school  building  having  given  out,  a  new 
•one  must  be  furnished,  incurring,  probably,  an  expense  of  about- 
one  hundred  dollars.  The  desks  in  the  Grammar  school  room 
.are  too  small  and  should  be  replaced  by  larger,  while  they  should 
be  placed  in  the  room  below.  New  single  desks  should  replace 
the  double  at  the  Intermediate,  then  all  the  rooms  will  be  well 
seated  and  at  any  time  when  there  should  be  a  new  building 
these  could  be  removed,  which  would  be  so  much  toward  furn- 
ishing. A  concrete  walk  should  be  laid  from  Garden  street  to 
Grammar  schoolhouse. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  whole  number  enrolled  the  past  year  is  564.  Of  this 
number  432  were  in  the  graded,  and  132  in  the  ungraded  schools, 
an  increase  of  18  in  graded  and  decrease  of  4  in  ungraded. 

Further  particulars  regarding  attendance,  etc.,  may  be  found 
in  the  statistical  table. 

There  being  an  omision  in  the  list  of  graduates  last  year  we 
republish  it.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  Milford'. 

The  library  trustees  herewith  respectfully  present  their  twenty- 
fourth  annual  report  together  with  the  report  of  the  treasurer  of 
the  board  giving  a  statement  of  the  amounts  received  and  the  ex- 
penditures made  during  the  year. 

The  Milford  Free  Library  was  established  in  1868.  From  a 
small  collection  of  books  kept  in  a  private  house,  in  a  few  years 
its  increase  was  such  that  more  adequate  accommodations  were 
required  and  it  was  moved  to  its  present  location  in  the  Town 
House,  in  a  room  originally  intended  for  the  use  of  the  selectmen. 
Again  it  has  outgrown  its  quarters  and  in  a  few  weeks  will  re- 
move to  the  new  and  commodious  building  erected  specially  for 
this  purpose. 

At  .the  annual  town  meeting  held  in  March,  1891,  $15,000 
was  appropriated  and  a  special  committee  appointed  to  superin- 
tend the  erection  of  this  building.  It  is  now  practically  com- 
pleted and  few  cities  or  towns  in  our  commonwealth  can  offer 
so  pleasant  or  commodious  rooms  for  a  public  library 

The  number  of  bound  volumes  in  the  library  at  the  present 
time  is  about  4,300 ;  the  book  room  in  the  new  building  will 
have  ample  shelf  room  for  15, 000  volumes. 

In  addition  to  the  book  room  and  the  librarian  roo  n,  for  the  re- 
ception and  delivery  of  books,  is  a  large  room  designed  for  a 
public  reading-room  which  will  be  supplied  with  the  leading 
magazines,  daily  and  weekly  papers. 

This  will  be  a  new,  and  we  think,  a  very  desirable  feature  to 
the  library,  and  will  be  open  several  afternoons  and  evenings  of 
each  week. 

The  transfer  of  the  library  to  its  new  quarters  will  necessitate 
rearranging  and  recatologuing  the  books  and  a  new  and  more 
modern  system  for  the  delivery  of  books  will  also  be  adopted. 
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This  work,  which  will  require  several  weeks'  time,  together 
with  an  increase  in  the  librarian's  salary  and  the  expense  of  the 
additional  periodicals  which  will  be  purchased  for  the  reading 
room;  the  replacing  of  many  books  which,  from  long  years  of 
constant  use,  have  become  worn  out;  the  rebinding  of  books  and 
magazines  and  other  necessary  expenses  incident  to  the  change, 
will  require  a  larger  appropriation  of  money  by  the  town,  than 
has  been  called  for  during  the  past  few  years. 

The  income  of  the  fund  left  to  the  library  through  the  generosity 
of  the  late  Ezra  M.  Gay,  is  available-  for  the  purchase  of  new 
books  only  and  cannot  be  used  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the 
library. 

The  number  of  new  books  purchased  for  the  library  during 
the  past  year  has  been  small,  owing  to  the  purchase  of  the  lead- 
ing periodicals,  the  cost  of  binding  magazines,  and  replacing 
books  which  had  become  defaced  and  worn  out.  As  the  library 
increases  in  size,  the  expenses  in  this  direction  will  constantly 
increase. 

In  the  recent  death  of  Clinton  S.  Averill,  the  library  has  lost 
one  who  has  been  a  trustee  since  its  establishment  in  1868,  and 
president  of  the  trustees  for  many  years.  He  was  a  man 
specially  interested  in  books  and  his  advice  and  counsel  will  be 
greatly  missed.  The  library  has  a  complete  file  of  all  the  news- 
papers ever  published  in  Milford  with  the  exception  of  the 
"Milford  Republican."  It  is  very  desirable  that  this  paper  be 
added  to  our  collection  and  if  any  friend  has  a  file  or  any  single 
numbers  of  this  weekly  paper  and  will  leave  them  with  the 
librarian,  the  trustees  would  be  pleased  to  acknowledge  their 
receipt. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  magazines  taken  by  the  library, 
all  of  which  can  be  taken  out  for  home  reading:  Atlantic 
Monthly,  Harper's,  Scribner's,  Century,  Cosmopolitan,  Forum, 
Popular  Science,  North  American  Review,  St.  Nicholas.
